F. Gourlay, giving an accdunt of his ex- 
traordiéary Sos According to 
Mr. G's wa account, he was first bereft 
of sleep in thé yeat 1633 for six weeks, 
when about 40. yeats of age. Prior to 
that time he hed derer suffered for want 
of sleep, although at times a [ittle sufficed 
for refreshment. Mr. G. was confined 
in Lendon, as he alleges, by British tyran- 
ny, three yeafa.and eight months, and it 
was during thie period, he thinks, that a 
habit of living without sleep began to form. 
During bis confinement he felt a very lit- 
tle need of sleep, and the greater part of 
his time in , which was never more 
than the six hours in the twenty four, 
was given to reveries, chielly, he declares 
‘as to schemes for bettering the laboring 
poor of England,” &c. 

Soon after his liberation, having first 
visited Scotladd, he left Edinburg for 
America. He had no sleep until he reach- 
ed Liverpool, where he took a warm bath 
before going to bed. This had the desir. 
ed effect, and procured him a few hours of 
repose. The next morning he embarked 
for New York, which he reached in 42 
days, without having one wink of sleep. 
Immediately on landing at New York he 
procured a warm bath, got into a comfort- 
able bed and slept soundly. From that 
time forward he did not sleep for three 
years. He took laudanum, but (that haa 
no effect; he drank whiskey, in the hope 
that it would pduce sleep, but it only made 
him sick. 

In the early part of 1837, while in Ohio, 
he was attacked with erysipelas in the 
leg, and during five months was without 
sleep. Mr.G. had recovered his health 
in some degree, when he received in telli- 


eer of the death of two of his children. 


e then lay two weeks in great agony, 
and from that time to this, a period of 
four years and six months, he has been 
entirely deprived of sleep, The last six 
months of his life have been spent at Bos- 
ton. His health has much improved, and 
he entertains a hope that as soon as he is 
able to take exercise he will recover. On 
various occasions of late he has been al- 


most asleep.
